It is an actual 
fact that as our convoy sped 
along Filipinos watching the 
downtown area of their home city 
aflame cheered and applauded us 
as we raced past them on this 
errand of mercy into the flaming 
heart of Manila. . 

“Bilibid stood almost empty; as 
it turned out, the dark towers 
atop the walls deserted. There 
were a few hundred people in 
civilian clothes outside the main 
gate and a few soldiers... . The 
stone buildings within which 
American prisoners had suffered 
and died were then deserted and 
only a detachment of G. 1L.’s were 
inside the walls. They wera 
firmly dug in as protection against 
the flaming stuff which was com- 
ing down. They told us Bilibid 
had been evacuated of all inter- 
nees and prisoners. Only the 
people we had seen outside the 
gates remained. 

“We came back there and we 
helped load them and their be- 
longings onto the trucks. They 
were former civilian: internees, 
men, women and children. They 
were a bit nervous and frightened 
but not too bad, 

“One little boy sat in his father’s 
lap in the firelight holding a 
teddy bear. As I lifted him on to 
the truck he said, ‘Oh, boy, I'm 
going to get a ride on a nice big 
truck.’ 

“T’ll never forget the tragic 
faces of these Americans on this 
night of the Fifth of February 


as they sat in the trucks outside 


Bilibid prison with fire all around 
them.

MELENDES, INQUIRY

of Melendes, showing him to be in 
good physical condition, were tak- 
en 10 minutes before his arrest 
the night of July 25, 1942. The 
changed dates, however, made it 
appear that Melendes was beaten 
up several days prior to his ar- 
rest, 

The letter said the committee 
believed Melendes was beaten by 
detectives following his arrest. It 
also said the photographer who 
took the pictures, changed his 
story after telling “numerous 
people” that the pictures were tak- 
en within 10 minutes of the time 
Melendes was arrested in a strong- 
arm robbery. 

“Did the State know, or could 
it reasonably have known, that the 
proffered document (the envelope) 
had been tampered with?” Harris’ 
letter asked. “If the State had 
this knowledge, then State of- 
ficials who introduced the docu- 
ment in evidence, and thereby 
warranted its genuineness, were

pose. He said today that further 
study might make changes in 
the drafted bill advisable. 

Fault in Present Law. 

One fault in the present law 
long recognized by social workers 
is the provision under which a 
person owning $500 in cash or 
negotiable securities, or real es- 
tate valued at $1500, is ineligible 
for old-age assistance. This has | 
been construed to mean that a} 
person having an insurance pol- | 
icy was ineligible unless he | 
cashed in the policy and used | 
the proceeds until the amount 
was reduced to less than $500. 

There have been numerous in- 
rtances of persons having small | 
homes but no income who were | 
unable to obtain pensions. They | 
could not subsist on the homes, 
but the law forbade the granting 
of assistance, 

Removes Qualification. 

The bill which Erdwin has he- | 
fore him removes the property 
qualification and permits the 
granting of pensions regardless | 
of the amount of property held, 
providing the owner does not have | 
enough cash income to enable | 
him or her to have a reasonable 
Fubsistence compatible with de-, | 
cency and health. | 

However, a property owner ob- | 
taining a pension would not be 
permitted to dispose of his prop- | 
erty and it could not pass to his | 
heirs on his death. Instead, a'| 
lien for the benefit of the state | 
would be placed on the property, | 
which would be subject to the full 
amount of the pension payments. 

Likewise, there would be a lien | 
on life insurance policies of pen-| 
sioners. On payment of the pol- | 
icy or the enforcement of the real | 
estate lien, the state would stand | 
in the position of preferred cred- | 
itor, the only claims _ standing | 
ahead of that of the state being 
the cost of administration of the 
estate and the expenses of the 
last illness and burial, the illness | 
and burial expense allowable not | 
to exceed $300.

INCREASE IN DEBT LIMIT 
TO 300 BILLIONS 10 BE 
SOUGHT BY TREASURY 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP). 
ONGRESS will be asked 

C this month to increase the 
public debt limit again, 

The Treasury wants the ceil- 
ing boosted from 260 to 300 
billion. dollars before the start 
of the Seventh War Loan in 
May or. June, tills are ex- 
pected to be introduced soon 
in both the House and Senate. 

It became evident yesterday 
that the present ceiling will be 
too low to allow safe growing 
room for the debt during an- 
other bond drive—that is, if 
the Seventh War Loan com- 
pares with previous drives in 
sales. 

The Treasury announced ina 
routine monthly statement that 
only $18,980,169,147 of United 
States Government securities 
(at face amount) can be issued 
before the debt limit is 
reached, That is, the debt 
when translated into face 
amount (maturity value) now 
is $241,019,830,853,

NEW YORK, Feb. 7 
S. Nelson, British 
which has weathered 
European battle zones, has _ re- 
turned to duty with the British 
fleet after spending more than six 
months in being completely re- 
fitted at the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard, the New York Times says 
in a dispatch from Washington. 
New equipment, the exact nature 
of which cannot be disclosed, 
makes the Nelson one of the most 
formidable of the world’s battle- 
ships. Included in its armament 
are the original batteries of nine 
16-inch guns and a secondary bat- 
tery of six-inch guns. 

The Nelson's big guns played an 
important part in the invasion of 
Normandy, blasting enemy _in- 
stallations during landing opera- 
tions, 

Commissioned in 1927, the Nel- 
son was the flagship of the Brit- 
ish Home Fleet at the war’s out- 
break in 1939. It was severely 
damaged by a mine late in 1939. 
Returned to service after exten- 
sive repairs, 
damaged in 1941 when a torpedo 
struck its bow while it was en 
route to Malta. It returned to 
service, taking an active role in 
the landings on Sicily and at Sa- 
lerno, Italy.

Political Significance. 


Is this surprising action a re- 
sult of a change of political ob- 
jective? Are the Japanese prepar-

Are they listening to the 
news from the Oder and the 
Rhine, and realizing that soon, 
very soon, they will be fighting 
alone against the concentrated

It is possible that thesJapanese 
are thinking in just such terms. 
Perhaps they reflected. that it 
would be a poor preparation for 
such a policy to fight a great bat- 
tle in the open valleys of central 
Luzon and suffer, in consequence, 
resounding defeat. Perhaps 
they assumed the loss of face 
which will inevitably result from 
the yielding of Manila rather than 
the even greater loss of face which 
would have resulted from defeat 
on the battlefield.

Voice of France Needed.

It cannot be 
too often reiterated that French 
participation in security measures 
to be taken in the future against 
Germany, as well as in all major 
political decisions to be reached 
in Kcurope, ig indispenaable.

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The Germans Are Learning 


A new and painful experience has befallen the 
German people. For the first time in more than 
a century, war and its horrifying consequences 
have come to their soil. 

Artillery and blockbusters are blasting German 
cities. Long processions of frightened and 
heavy-laden German civilians fill the frozen high- 
ways. Mile after mile of German territory is 
falling under enemy occupation. The threat 
of all-out defeat lies just ahead, but even more 
crushing to the ordinary citizen is the hardship 
and losses that prolonged resistance has already 
brought. 

German armies had inflicted similar sufferings 
upon other peoples, in this war and previous 
ones. Now, for the first time since their coun- 
try’s recovery after the Napoleonic wars, Ger- 
mans themselves are feeling what invasion and 
occupation mean, though they do not undergo 
the brutalities that Nazi warfare has inflicted 
upon other countries. 

Much has been said and written of the neces- 
sity for re-educating the German people, to con- 
vince them that war does not pay. It is a for- 
midable task, for their leadership and their ex- 
periences for generations past have taught the 
rank and file to glorify militarism. Now, for 
millions of them, the process of re-education is 
beginning, in the sufferings which the war’s final 
stage is bringing to their doorsteps. 

The Germans have been spared all this in other 
wars. Those of the nineteenth century, against 
Denmark, Austria and France, were virtually 
uninterrupted marches to victory, on foreign soil, 
with territory, indemnities and military prestige 
as their results. That kind of war seemed both 
glamorous and profitable. 

World War I was unprofitable, but that also 
was fought outside Germany. Only a small 
part of the Reich was occupied, and that briefly. 
Soon the militarists began to spread the legend 
that the German armies had never been defeated, 
but had been “stabbed in the back” by the 
home front. 

Hitler capitalized on this, vowed Germany 
would never fail again and painted enticing 
pictures of victorious warfare. All Germans 
are learning now that war is not entirely trump- 
ets and drums and victory parades. ‘They are 
learning that it means enormous casualty lists, 
hunger and cold, devastation in even the neat 
and orderly cities and towns of the Reich. 

It is a costly lesson, and it should be an im- 
pressive one. to every German. Certainly it 
should be more effective than any amount of our 
propaganda exhortation. Yet it is a process so 
costly to the Allies as well that the teaching 
cannot be allowed to stop there. Punishment 
for the top war-makers and war criminals, with 
stringent Allied control of the country to make 
sure that Germany can never again plunge the 
world into war, are also imperative.

Some war correspondents find glamour in their 
work, but not Ernie Pyle. He has told his 
readers time and again that he gets horribly 
frightened when functioning in the line of duty, 
becomes mentally and physically exhausted, in 
time finds himself totally fed up with the whole 
thing. But Ernie is off to the wars again, this 
time headed for the Pacific. He can’t resist 
the urge to see what the boys are doing out 
there, and to tell the home folks about their war

Ernie’s readers are lucky, for two reasons: be- 
cause, after a good rest, he can choke down 
his dislike for looking at war, and because he 
is going to apply his unsurpassed talents to the 
fighting men, the medics, the truck drivers and 
the other branches of our services on the Pacific 
front.

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Hyde Park’s Shutdown 


The dice have ceased to roll across the green 
felt at the Hyde Park Club, the stud-poker 
tables are depopulated, a dozen or so husky men 
are available to help meet the man-power short- 
age in local war plants, a part owner has pleaded 
guilty to gambling charges and shelled out $1500 
in fines, plus costs of $348, seven members of 
the Egan gang are deprived of their weekly cut 
of around $100 apiece, and a couple of gray 
spiders are looking over the locked-up gambling 
establishment with an idea of getting busy right 
away on a whopping big cobweb. 

All that has happened since the Post-Dispatch 
published its news account of the Hyde Park 
Club’s financial setup, which included the inter- 
esting fact that St. Louis’ new Sheriff, John F., 
Dougherty, has had a‘2!2 per cent interest in the 


State’s Attorney C. W. Burton at last 
went into action, obviously as a result of this 
newspaper's disclosures. He haled John Connor 
into court as the keeper of a common gambling 
house since Jan. 19—although the place has been 
operating openly for years, under various owners 
and in the terms of various State’s Attorneys, in- 
cluding Burton. He now promises that there 
will be proper law enforcement in Madison 
County. No slot machines, no gangsters, hood- 
lums or gunmen will be tolerated, Burton says, 
and the Sheriff has warrants to make that pledge 
effective. 

That just goes to show what a State’s Attorney 
can do when the heat goes on. 
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Let the Senate Take Care 

The legislative situation of the work-or-fight 
bill has deteriorated gravely since the House 
passed it last Thursday by the decisive vote of 
246 to 165. The Senate has an institutional 
propensity to delay which its individual members 
find most useful whenever it suits their purposes 
to let a measure drown and disappear in the 
meandering procedural stream. And yet it is 
shocking to note from yesterday’s dispatches that 
the bill faces an “indefinite delay” in the Senate. 

The immediate cause was whether the Senate 
Committee on Military Affairs should have hear- 
ings, and if it had them, should they be open or 
closed? The Military Affairs Committee of the 
House had already held exhaustive hearings, and 
the testimony would no doubt have been largely 
duplicated before the Senators. But Senator 
Johnson of Colorado charged Saturday that the 
War Department had ‘“‘double-crossed” the Sen- 
ate committee by asking publicly that the con- 
trols be exercised by Mr. Byrnes, privately saying 
it preferred selective service and later disclaim- 


ing the charge. 


This exhibit of shifting opinion by an executive 
department is, of course, regrettable, but does 
not extenuate any “indefinite delay” in the 
Senate’s consideration of this important measure, 
The “limited executive hearings” the commit- 
tee has finally undertaken ought to be finished 
in the shortest possible time, because the debate 
on the floor is controlled by neither clock nor 
calendar. 

When they thus palter with matters of great 
national importance, the Senators write their 
own epitaphs on their pretensions to statesman- 
ship. How different the attitude many active op- 
ponents of the Roosevelt administration took in 
the House just before the bill came to a vote 
there. The words of Representative Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois, reprinted in the Mirror of 
Public Opinion on this page today, speak the 
eloquent truth. When Gen. Marshall and Adm, 
King ask for man power to replace the more 
than 700,000 casualties—for man power to repair 
damaged ships and to make new ships and new 
weapons—shall the Senate say No? 
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Vandenberg’s Challenge 

In his Detroit speech, Senator Vandenberg re- 
peated the general thesis of his masterful ad# 
dress to the Senate of some weeks ago, which 
aroused world-wide attention. Once considered 
a Senator with isolationist leanings, Vandenberg 
has assumed a leadership with respect to inter- 
national co-operation to which the deepest re- 
spect must be paid. 

The Senator favors the immediate preparation 
of a hard-and-fast treaty pledging this country 
and its major allies to keep Germany and Japan 
demilitarized—for keeps. To do this, he favors 
giving the President the absolute power, without 
further reference to Congress, to pledge “our 
constant armed co-operation” to strike down “in- 
stantly and peremptorily” any future threat by 
the Nazis or the Japs. 

If we do this, reasons the Senator, it will end 
a condition of uncertainty about our intentions 
on the part of Britain, Russia and France. Many 
of the unilateral decisions that have been made 
in Europe he attributes to a fear on the part of 
our allies that, once the war ends, we will once 
again withdraw into our shell as we did after 
the First World War. 

“It is time,” says the Senator, “for us to say 
what we will do. It is time for us to say what 
we will not do. And it is time to start the do- 
ing.” If the administration does not accept this 
challenge from a Republican member of the Sen- 
ate, it is missing one of the great opportunities 
for bi-partisan co-operation in setting up a sys- 
tem of collective security.

Mary Earhart's blography discounts the 

famous W. C. T. U. leader as a legend, a 

St. Frances, and presents a rounded ac- 

count of Frances Willard’s life, character 

and work. This is not done in a “debunk- 
ing” spirit. 

Frances Willard was no saint or seer, but 
a remarkably beloved and clever leader, 
The W. C. T. U. was intensely a temper- 
ance organ, but stood for suffrage, was po- 
litically-minded, had departments devoted 
to 39 public issues of the day. Miss Ear- 
hart, of the Northwestern University po- 
litical science faculty, studies the leader 
of this broad program, 

a * + 

Miss Willard’s parents were rich in love 
and principles, but Josiah Willard especially 
was bounded by a Puritanic Methodism. 
He bounded his daughter, too, but she re- 
ceived a fair education according to the 
opportunities of the time. She taught 
school, and had two years of foreign travel, 
her real intellectual and social education, 
She became president of the Evanston Col- 
lege for Ladies, dean of the Woman's Col- 
lege of Northwestern University. When in 
1874 she resigned because of friction, 
women had begun their social revolution. 

In 1865, as corresponding secretary of 
the American Methodist Ladies’ Centenary 
Association, Miss Willard had discovered 
talents for making contacts and raising 
money. Teaching showed her capacity for 
attracting devotion, even to extravagance. 
These powers now found a larger field. 
She became a success as a local W. C. T. U. 
officer, a national secretary, then a power 
in the World Union. 

Mary Earhart’s book is a biography of 
both a person, and of an organization, 
which developed from a band of women, 
praying in saloons, to a highly organized 
society. They soon came to believe their 
work needed suffrage as a tool, and that 
they should make political affiliations— 
sometimes disappointing, as political af- 
filiations are not unknown to be. They 
started by believing that drink caused pov- 
erty, and came to see that poverty caused 
drink, 


Miss Willard fearlessly adopted a “Do 
Everything” policy and program. It seems 
unwieldy and at points illogical. Yet tre- 
mendous will, energy, skill and magnetism 
carried it along, though not without some- 
times bitter opposition. The W. C. T. U. 
grew more potent for suffrage than the 
pure suffrage organizations. Not always 
consistent, logical or even right, it never- 
theless became a world-wide school for the 
education of women in action. 

Frances Willard began as a repressed, 
ambitious little girl. She was never without 
the handicaps of her casual education and 
emotional intensity. But:she was a tire- 
less worker, a witty, charming, influential 
speaker, a deviser of clever, picturesque 
methods for influence, never fearful of new 
ideas, the leading factor in a movement 
that on the whole appears to have builded 
better than it knew.

Some of the factors which enter 
into Germany’s sheer ability to re- 
gist are these:. 

(1) Oil. As far back as 1942, it 
appeared that Germany would 
find herself stymied by the end 
of the year by lack of oil unless 
she succeeded in reaching the 
Caucasus. She did not, however, 
eonfine her efforts in regard to 
the military campaign which she 
hoped wou!ld give her the oil fields. 
She pushed her synthetic oil pro- 
duction at the same time, claim- 
ing that she would reach a rate 
of 10,000,000 tons yearly before 
1942 was out. 

Allied observers were skeptical 
ef this claim. It is possible that 
they underestimated German ca- 
pacity. At any rate, German oil 
production today is probably close 
to 16,000,000 tons yearly. 
it was estimated that Germany 
needed 25,000,000 tons of oil each 
year, 


Shortened Lines Help. 


But that was to cover the needs 
of herself and all the subjugated 
countries at the moment of her 
greatest expansion, It was at a 
time when her supply lines were 
terrifically extended.

Better German U-Boats. 


For it is the Allies who are 
attacking, and who, to do so, re- 
quire large fleets of bombers pro- 
tected by fighters. The Germans, 
to defend, need only fighters; and 
they do not even require anything 
like equal numbers in fighters, 
since the air battles are fought 
over their territory; and anti-air- 
craft fire, which accounts for a 
heavy percentage of the Allied 
losses, is added to the defense pro- 
vided by the fighters. 

(3) Submarines. There have been 
frequent warnings from public 
men that we must be prepared for 
reports of renewed losses to sub- 
marines, after a period when the 
North Atlantic, at least, had been 
practically cleared of them. Ger- 
many has, indeed, succeeded, not

The American Invasion of England

To understand what this means, 
you have to try to imagine what 
it would be like if the shoe were 
on the other foot. Imagine, for 
example, an army of British allies 
arriving in the United States. 
They would take over many ho- 
tels, clubs and apartment houses 
in Washington, New York, Boston 
and other cities. 


Reverse the Situation. 


Imagine these invading allies 
mot only as having twice as much 
money to spend as the _ war- 
wracked Americans, but also 
bringing with them their own spe- 
cial foods of a quality and quanti- 
ty not obtainable by the natives. 
Imagine them filling the night 
clubs and bars, getting all the at- 
tractive girls and rampaging with 
staff cars, trucks and jeeps. 

On top of that, many invading 
Britishers would tell ue they had 
come to save us in a war that 
was not theirs, when we would 
fee] the deep conviction that the 
foe was aiming at Britain just as 
much as at America. Further- 
more, our allies would tell us quite 
frankly they didn’t like our coun- 
try and were only longing and 
praying for the day when they 
could go back home. 

You can imagine how long an 
explosion would be in coming un- 
der such circumstances. There are 
at least three reasons why it has 
never happened here. One is the 
basic friendliness of the GI and 
the second is the basic good will 
of the British. The third is the 
fundamental desire of Gen. Eisen- 
hower to work in harmony with 
our ally. 


Middle-Layer Troubles. 


The impression you get today is 
that co-operation is excellent at 
the top between high officials and 
at the bottom between the average 
American and the average Brit- 
isher. There is, however, a mid- 
die layer in which a great deal of 
beefing and complaining goes on. 
This is the layer of majors and 
lieutenant colonels on the military 
side and subordinate officials on 
the civilian side.

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Tells of Hunting Musk-Ox 
In Greenland. 


An encounter with a German 
submarine and the capture of two 
German trawlers with their crews 
was the most exciting scene wit- 
nessed during eight months in 
Greenland, Maj. Joseph Backlar, 
Army transport surgeon, said to- 
|day in recounting his experiences 
'at his home, 1025 McKnight road, 
Richmond Heights, where he is 
spending a 10-day leave. 
| “We had been sent to%Greenland 
on an emergency mission to set 
up weather stations,” Maj. Back- 
‘lar said, “but on the way we 
\learned that the Germans were 
also going there to establish bases. 
As we approached the coast we 
'sighted a big German sub through 
our binoculars from the bridge of 
our transport, blocking the en- 
trance of the fiord where we were 
to land. 

“The escort vessels went ahead 
to meet the enemy, but the ice 
floes were so thick that they 
could not get close enough to be 
effective. The sub launched sgev- 
eral torpedoes, which blew up 
against the ice without doing any 
damage to our ships, and then 
made its getaway through open 
water. 
| “Two armed trawlers, left with- 
‘out protection, surrendered to our 
Coast Guard escort without much 
of a fight. One was almost intact, 
and was towed to Iceland, with 
its crew as prisoners. The other, 
damaged more by ice than by 
shellfire, was sunk. The ships 
were carefully camouflaged, being 
painted white with streaks of blue 
'to blend with the icy walls of the 
‘fiord, and carried food and gup- 
plies to last their crews for two 
years. 

“The shore of Greenland is ac- 
cessible by ship only during Aug- 
/ust, and at that time of year the 
‘country appears wild and beau- 
tiful, with icy peaks, like prisms 
reflecting variegated colors from 
the sunlight, rising above the bare 
rocky cliffs along the _ fiords. 
|Along the east coast the temper- 
ature may rise as high as 40 de- 
grees. 
| “Because of the limited food 
supply we were allowed to hunt 
_musk-ox, which feed on the lichens 
'growing on the rocks at the shore. 
Ordinarily the natives are not per- 
‘mitted to kill the animals, there 
being only about 10,000 of them 
left, and they seemed altogether 
|unaware of the power of a rifle, 
‘running for a short distance and 
‘then standing in a row with their 
‘horns toward us. Hunting them 
with a high-powered rifle is plain 
‘slaughter. The meat is tender 
‘and the skins, having hair 12 to 
'15 inches long, are very useful to 
‘the Eskimos. 
| “Americans statfoned on Green- 
iand have few colds, and any 
slight respiratory infection is 
usually thrown off in a few hours. 
The natives, however, seem to de- 
velop a cold easily through con- 
tact and often have a fever with 
it. Accidents take a high toll 
among them, and the incidence of 
tuberculosis is extremely high— 
from 16 to 25 per cent.”

LT. BAUM GETS MEDAL 
FOR LEADING PATROL 


Sets Up Observation Post in) 
Town Held by 
Germans. | 


First Lt. Howard A. Baum of) 
St. Louis has been awarded the 
Silver Star for gallantry in action | 
in France, a dispatch from Amer- | 
ican Army headquarters in the 
European theater reported today. 

Lt. Baum is visiting his wife, 
Mrs. Gloria Baum, and his parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Earl L. Baum at 
5328 Delmar boulevard. | 

He led a reconnaissance patrol 
of the 10lst Infantry Regiment 
into a town occupied by Germans, 
and under the nose of the enemy 
established two observation posts| 
which he held for 24 hours, direct- 
ing artillery and mortar fire upon) 
hostile operations with telling ef-| 
fect. Then he withdrew his men! 
without a single casualty, having | 
gained information which paved | 
the way for a successful attack by | 
the Third Battalion, the dispatch | 
stated. | 

Lt. Baum told the Post-Dispatch | 
one of the most satisfying aspects | 
of this action, which took place | 
last Oct. 30-31, was the capture of 
two hogs,. which were butchered 
on the spot and carried back 
through the enemy lines to supple- 
ment his outfit’s food supplies. 

In an engagement on Nov. 9, Lt. 


Baum led a patrol which set a|—~' 


trap and inflicted heavy casualties 
on a numerically superior German 
force. 

“One of our companies was 
pinned down in an open field by 
withering crossfire from machine 
guns,” he said, “I took a patrol 


of 13 men to a wooded area adja- 


cent to the field to protect the | 
possible German | 


company from 
flanking attacks. When we 
reached the woods, one of my 
scouts spotted a column of enemy 
troops coming down a wooded 
trail. 

“I placed my men behind cover 
of trees on both sides of the trail 
in a V-shaped formation. When 
the krauts got within 10 feet of 
us, I gave the order to open fire 
with machine guns, There were 
about 50 or 60 Germans, and we 
killed or .wounded about 30 of 
them. The rest took cover behind 
a small hill. 

“Anticipating a flanking attack 
on our position, I withdrew my 
patrol and deployed it about 100 
yards to the rear. As I expected, 
the Gegmans attacked the posi- 
tion we had vacated. Again we 
surprised them with heavy cas- 
ualties.” 

In fighting 10 days later, Lt. 
Baum was wounded in both legs 
by mortar and machine-gun fire. 
He is now on leave from Schick 
General Hospital, Clinton, Ia.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7 (AP).— 
Only the Government has author- 
ity and resources to cope with re- 
curring floods in the Missouri 
River Valley, Representative Can- 
non (Dem.), Missouri, told Con- 


gress in urging consideration for which it cannot cope in the open| 


a Missouri Valley Authority. 

Numerous surveys have been 
made with a view to determining 
the best methods for controlling 
and utilizing the waters of “this 
unruly river,” Cannon said in the 
Congressional Record. 

No plan is entitled to more care- 


ful study, he said, than that con-| 


tained in a statement of the Mis- 
souri Farmers’ Association. 

This statement, which Cannon 
placed before Congress, sets forth 
recommendations of the associa- 
tion’s State Legislative Committee 
that the organization's 86,000 
members support a Missouri Val- 
ley Authority.

It added that an MVA, pat-

In Stream Liner's 
Engine to Chicago

y HE engineer opened the long narrow window 


and opened the 
high, narrow doors 
in the tall steel-blue 
side of the engine. 
The passenger 
clambered up the 
two rungs and in 
the door, squeezed 
past the engineer, 
and sat down on a 
wide seat on the other side of the cab with the 


fireman. 

The cab was as ordinary as the cab of a'motor 
truck except for a more complicated instrument 
panel and it was only when the passenger looked 
out and down through the automobile-like wind- 
shield that it seemed worthwhile to have wanted 


to ride the engine. P 
It was a long way down. The tracks were 80 


r away and so tiny that they could not possi- 

blv have anything to do with this towering loco- 

moti It was like looking down from stilts. 
t was exciting and incredible. 

The conductof’s buzzer in the rear of the cab 
squawked and the engine moved. It was warm 
and comfortable in the cab, too warm for an 
overcoat. It would have been windy and rough 
in a steam locomotive but in the Diese] stream- 
liner it was as comfortable as riding in a passen- 
ger car. The train moved out among lanes of 
tracks. all of which were lighted red but one, 


which was lighted yellow, and on that one track 
the train wormed and twisted out through the

SUDDENLY THE TRAIN was in a tunnel and 
the headlight burst into white radiance in the 
darkness. The tunnel was arched and close, so 
narrow that it seemed possible to thrust out a 
hand and touch either side. The walls looked old 
and iong-deserted, their nondescript brown trans- 
parently overlaid with whitish film, a little like 
rusty weathered iron. 

The engine whipped continually around curves 
into new darkness, the headlight blazing on the 
walls while the train plunged blind into one 
arched black hole after another. A gray-white 
bird flew up’ into the blaze of the headlight at 
ean angle of ecstastic flight and for ar instant 


its snowy underside glowed in the streaming 


light. 

“We're the only train in this tunnel,” the en- 
gineer said. “It’s a mile long. Goes right through 
the heart of town. Right now we're just about 
under the Statler Hotel.”

THE BLACKN.SS suddenly turned to daz- 
ziing, boiling white in which there was no seeing. 
Outside the cab window was only the eddying 
impenetrable cloud which had been left in the 
tunnel by a steam engine which had gone 
through a few minutes rier The headlight 
beat and fumed against the flowing screen of 
steam, as light strikes a moving picture screen. 

The steam fog vanished as quickly and utterly 
me it had come and the darkness seemed soft 
and clear and wered clean after it, the red and 
vellow lights brilliant along the tracks, and in 
the inside wall down near the rroun. there were 
occasional openings through which it could be 
geen that there was another track beyond the 
wall.

Engineer Thomas B. Scott, who autographed 
the passenger's permit in firm bold hand, has 
run the Green Diamond ever since it was built. 
Hie has been an engineer 51 years, a railroad man 
54 years, is 75 years old.

AT THE HALF-WAY POINT, Clinton, 1. 
Scott and Fireman Charles E. Terpening ended 
their day’s run and Engineer J. V. Fogerty and 
Fireman H. W. Pruitt took over the engine for 
the last two hours. Only a few months ago 
Pruitt was host to a passenger who wanted to see 
the Diesels on the Green Diamond and who 
turned out to be Clark Gab'e. The fireman said 
Gable wanted to ride in the cab a piece, too, 
but couldn’t make up his mind as to the pro- 
priety of it, and so didn’t. 

Engineer Fogerty holds to the view that 
guests in the cab should be allowed the fun of 
blowing the whistle for crossings, so the passen- 
ger blew the whistle several times, and it was 
fine fun, but the whistling was Only fair, being 
somewhat self-conscious and choppy, not at all 
the high and warm-hearted yowl of exultation 
that Fogerty gets out of it.

F LIPPANT jibes about using 
parsley here and there on food 
to make it pretty are not as 
numerous as they once were, since 
we have learned about the high 
vitamin A and the iron content of 
this plant. So it is a very com- 
mon sight to see not only the 
smartest hostesses, but the nutri- 
tion minded good restaurateur us- 
ing parsley profusly in their best 
bowl salads and sprinkling it in 
chopped form over dishes as an 
edible garnish. Hot, boiled but- 
tered potatoes was the first food 
to be sprinkled with parsley and 
receive favorable mention. Next 
came carrots, then white turnips, 
followed by rutabagas and beets. 
Broiled fish and many meats are 
greatly enhanced with a sprinkling 
of finely chopped parsley and the 
same is true of many soups. The 
timing to keep in mind about 
chopped parsley ig that it be pre- 
pared just before it is needed so 
that the fresh quality will always 
be apparent, The best way to 
chop it is to strip the leafy por- 
tion from the stems, put the 
leaves in a tall glass and then use 
long bladed kitchen shears and 
Snip and snip until you have the 
desired amount of fine cut par- 
sley. You can’t fool people on 
the, freshness either. The fresh 
cut looks bright green and moiat 
and the fragrance atill lingers. 
On standing, the parsley look dry 
and unappealing and gets brown 
and shriveled. 

BREAKFAST — Tomato juice; 
hot cooked wheat cereal; raisin 
toast. 

LUNCHEON —Asparagus royale 
in puff shells; sliced hard cooked 
salad with 1000 Island dress- 
ing; fresh apples. 

Asparagus Royale in Puff Shells. 


Cream puffs make _ delicious 
“cradles” for many soft, creamy 
foods. Saute one-fourth pound 
washed and sliced mushrooms for 
5 minutes in one-fourth cup mar- 
garine. Blend in one-fourth cup 
flour and three-fourths teaspoon 
salt and a pinch of sugar. Add 
one cup milk (part asparagus 
liquid may be used) gradually. 
Stir until mixture is smooth and 
thickened; pour some of the mix- 
ture over. one slightly beaten egg; 
mix and pour back. Add No. 1 
can asparagus and heat thor- 
oughly, stirring carefully. 

Slice the tops off four cream 
puff shells and fill with the hot 
mixture. Replace the tops and 
serve immediately. If mushrooms 
are not available, use any dried 
mushroom soup mix as the cream 
sauce base. Four servings. 

DINNER: Fresh boiled tongue 
(save broth), parsley boiled po- 
tatoes, cream style corn, raw 
spinach salad, rolls, organge-prune 
upside-down cake. 

Orange-Prune Upside-Down Cake. 

Upside-down cakes are often 
baked in a skillet, but any deep 
layer-cake pan will serve as well. 
Wash one-half pound - prunes 
thoroughly, barely cover with cold 
water and simmer until just ten- 
der. Pit prunes and boil juice 
down to one-half cup. Melt three 
tablespoons margarine in an eight- 
inch cake pan. Combine two table- 
spoons sugar and two teaspoons 
flour and sift over melted short- 
ening. Over this arrange the 
prunes to form a hattern. Pour 
one-half cup orange juice and one- 
half cup prune liquid (from sim- 
mered prunes) over prunes. Sift 
one cup cake flour, measure and 
resift three times with two tea- 
spoons baking powder, and one- 
half teaspoon salt. Cream three 
tablespoons shortening until soft, 
add one-fourth cup sugar and 
cream until light. Mix in one 
beaten egg, then add dry in- 
gredients and one-half cup milk 
alternately, beginning and ending 
with flour, mixing well after each 
addition; add vanilla. Pour batter 
over prunes and bake at 350 de- 
grees for 30 to 35 minutes, 


Planned leftovers are the answer 
to the lunch box problem in most 
families. Planning signifies some- 
thing that is done ahead, and that 
is just what we mean in this 
case. Before the meal is served, 
hold back enough soup to fill the 
thermos, or enough fresh prepared 
raw vegetables for the relish salad. 
If you’re planning a dessert for 
the family, bake a cup cake or 
two with the same batter used to 
bake the cake for the family, or 
hold out enough custard filling to 
bake a cup custard to go in the 
funch box.

HILDREN drop their playtoys, 
C anything else they may handle, 

right where they are, when 
they are finished with them. 
Their clothes will lie in a heap on 
the floor unless somebody 
promptly gathers them up and 
puts them where they belong. So 
will all toys. 

Aside from the important values 
of neatness and order and care 
of belongings there is the danger 
of accidents caused by these 
articles lying in unexpected places. 
More of such accidents happen 
than is reasonable and we should 
make ourselves responsible for 
seeing that our children cause 
none of them by their careless- 
ness. 

When a toy is bought have its 
place of safekeeping in mind and 
in actuality. If there is no. place 
for the bicycle but the front steps, 
don’t buy it. It is fine for Sonny 
to own it but it is very bad for 
grandpa when he falls over it 
in the dark and is carried off to 
the hospital. 
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WHEN THE PLACE is made 
ready and the machine is bought, 
show the owner where it is to 
stand always, when not in use. 
Have him take it there the first 
thing and learn how to get it in 
and out. Then follow him up to 
make certain that he puts it there. 
That will take a bit of doing in 
the beginning.

Work of Army's bape Service 
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This Branch Provides ana oy * Break Soldier Gets in His Routine.

PECIAL Service, which was 

S just another name when we 

started on our USO Camp 

Shows tour of the ETO foxhole 
circuit, took on a new meaning, 
became a highly important part 
of the Army picture before we 
had gone very far. Every move- 
ment we made was directed by 
Special Service. While in New 
York Lt. Bernard J. O'Shea was 
our source of all information and 
service. In Paris Special Service 
saw that we were equipped for 
the field and arranged our itin- 
erary, scheduling us for eight days 
with each of five armies. In turn 
the SSO from each Army would 
arrange our tour for that sector 
and then the unit Special Service 
office would meet us and take us 
from place to place. 

The fighting of a war naturally 
is a complex thing of much con- 
fusion and it was amazing to us 
how right in the thick of things, 
as we skirted the front, every de- 
tail was anticipated and cared for 
by the Special Service officers. 
They arranged for theaters and 
billets and mess halls. They threw 
in entertainment whenever they 
could, and usually they could, 
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VIRTUALLY every break the 
solider getsinthe routine monoto- 
ny of fighting or caring for the 
fighters ofthe war is provided by 
Special Service. Even the Red 
Cross Clubmobiles in which girls 
carry doughnuts and coffee liter- 
ally to the boys in the foxholes 
are routed and co-ordinated by 
the Special Service. 

I checked on the work of the 
Special Service of one Army Corps 
and was amazed at the pitcure pre- 
sented. Looking after three di- 
visions, Special Service at that 
headquarters was engaged in the 
following activities: 

Showing moving pictures, using 
72 projectors. Seventeen of the 
projectors were mobile, equipped 
with sound track. Jeeps, carrying 
generators, carried the moving 
picture, shows wherever a Spe- 
cial Service officer could find a 
make-shift theater. Basements, 
barns and tunnels were used. One 
Special Service officer told us 
of sending a detail to throw hand 
grenades at stray Germans who 
were annoying troops at a moving 
picture being shown in a tunnel 
of a fort near Metz. That really 
is Special Service. 

Routing three Jeep Shows. These

particular shows were made up 
of talent recruited in the ranks 
of that particular Army. 

Routing, daily, at least 
U. S. O. Camp Show units. 

Distributing and. directing 
use of athletic equipment. 

Distributing Stars and Stripes, 
the great little Army daily. In 
that particular Corps area, 140,000 
copies of the publication were 
distributed daily. 

Distributing Army Talks, daily 
unit publications and Yank, a 
weekly service magazine. 

Keeping in _ circulation 25,000 
books and placing and servicing 
450 radios. The radios were “gifts” 
from the Wehrmacht, captured by 
the Army and immediately turned 
over to Special Service. 

Distribution of playing cards 
and games, phonographs and rec- 
ords. We were told there was 
a lamentable shortage of playing 
cards and it was difficult to get 
much action, because the smug 
anti-gambling element at home 
didn’t approve of expending money 
for such things as wicked cards 
and crap game tools. But, we 
were told, the boys wanted them, 
and badly. 

The organization and routing of 
bands, recruited from the ranks. 

Establishment of rest camps and 
supervision to see that the boys, 
enjoying brief respite from fox- 
holes, had every possible comfort, 
convenience and bit of entertain- 
ment, 

The rest camps really are some- 
thing. We visited one, where Maj. 
Pete Smith, former All-American 
end from Oklahoma University, 
was in charge. It was in a group 
of buildings on the Maginot line, 
about 25 miles from the front. As

soon as the boys stepped down 
from trucks that brought them, 
muddy and weary from foxholes, 
new clothing from head to foot 
was handed to them. Hot showers 
were provided and barbers to 
shave them and cut their hair. 
There were warm beds and no 
formations to stand. If the boys 
wanted to sleep past the breakfast 
hour and into the afternoon, it 
was all right. Whenever they 
awoke, a mess hall was ready to 
serve them. There was a concen- 
tration of USO talent in the camp 
so that at virtually any hour of 
the day or evening the soldiers 
could see a movie or a live show. 
There were game rooms and writ- 
ing rooms and Red Cross girls to 
sew and mend or write letters, 
There were Red Cross field direc- 
tors to consider any personal prob- 
lems. There was even a shot of 
Scotch now and then.

WE WERE surprised at one 
eorps headquarters to see the 
plentiful supply of alcoholic bev- 
erages, and the SSO there told us 
of a rather unusual Special Serv- 
ice mission, 

“There had been inquiries indi- 
cating that some of the men 
wouldn’t mind having a shot or 
two,” the SSO told us, “and we 
had been told by the underground 
of a cache of liquor at Angers, 
which then was behind the Ger- 
man lines. Well, it didn’t take 
long to organize a detail to see 
what could be done. All we needed 
was a truck and a couple of recon’ 
cars. We made it to Angers in the 
dark and by 10 o’clock the next 
morning we had the truck loaded 
with stuff. On the way back we 
had to cross a bridge that was 


under direct artillery fire. There 
were some limeys at a spot on the 
way and they told us we were 
crazy if we thought we could get 
through. They advised us to walt, 
at least until dark, but we ex- 
plained that some of the boys 
back where we had come from 
were really thirsty and besides we 
guessed we were crazy. 

“Anyhow, we looked over the 
Situation at the bridge, sort of 
timed the Heine’s fire and away 
we went. Hell, we had 10 carbines 
and what more did we need. We 
made it and any time you see this 
particular brand of wine or a 
bottle of that Cointreau in the 
ETO, you can figure we trucked 
it through the German lines. Here, 
try this Sparkling Burgundy. It’s 
not bad.” 

The same Special Service officer 
established a brewery and a soft 
drink bottling plant for his Army. 
“How'd you like to have a bottle 
of Coca-Cola?” he asked, and with- 
out waiting for an answer disap- 
peared into a store room. He re- 
turned with a couple of large beer 
bottles. Sure enough it was Coca- 
Cola, the first we had tasted since 
leaving Fort Totten, And if that’s 
a plug, let it ride. 

At Namur we met a civilian o* 
special duty for the Army, ap- 
parently sent to the ETO by the 
Coca-Cola company. That was dur- 
ing the break-through and we had 
just come through Liege, a hot 
spot if we had seen any. We were 
advised to avoid Leige, but the 
Coca-Cola man was going there 
that morning braving Buzz Bomb 
Alley, because his help was needed 
in setting up a bottling plant to 
supply the troops with the soft 
drink.

West opened the diamond king. 
The ace won and the nine of 
hearts was allowed to ride. West 
won with the king and laid down 
the diamond queen. Declarer 
ruffed and returned the singleton 
club toward dummy. West, with 
only two clubs, and (as he ex- 
plained later) feeling that it was 
highly unlikely South had two 
singletons, ducked in the hope 
that declarer would play the jack. 
Needless to say, however, declarer 
made no such error. He went right 
up with the club king, and after 
that card held he could well afford 
to concede two trump tricks to 
West and still make his contract. 
With one heart trick home and 
two trump tricks in clear sight, 
West should not have hesitated a 
second about putting up the club 
ace. South’s bidding had definitely 
announced at least 10 cards, prob- 
ably 11, in the major suits, so 
even if South had a doubleton 
club, in view of all the strength 
shown by West, South still would 
have to put up the club king and 
thus limited the defenders to one 
club trick. The only crux from the 
defensive point of view was to get 


that club trick!
